According to Mr D. K. 
Ghosh, the administrative 
chief of Nadia, militar y com- 
manders of East Pakistan 
are apparently involved in a 
concerted campaign to de- 
populate the frontier areas. 

Their aim is to create a no 
man's land five miles in 
depth. 

They are making certain that 
returning refugees would find it 
impossible to eke out a liveli- 
hood wi thin the five- mile- wide 
strip. 

Jute mills razed 

Several large jute mills, 
storage sheds and associated 
plantations have been razed. 

Rice paddy fields have also 
been targets of chemical spray- 
ing by Pakistani troops, accord- 
ing to high-ranking Indian 
sources. However, I have been 
unable to substantiate this 
obvious reference to the use 
of defoliants with refugees who 
have recently arrived in India. 

It is difficult to determine the 
motive for the Pakistan Array’s 
actions — which have resulted in 
a steady flow of refugees seek- 
ing sanctuary in the Indian 
states of Assam, Tripura, Meg- 
halaya and West Bengal 

But if Indian Government 
officials are to be believed, the 
aim is to drive as many as pos- 
sible of the East Bengal Hindu 
minority across the Indian 
frontier. 

Strife risk 

Through this means, it is 
claimed, Pakistan will rid itself 
of the problem of the “ Bangla 
Desh ” Hindus. There is also 
the added “ advantage ” to Paki- 
stan of possible communal strife 
between the newly-arrived 
Hindus and local India a Mos- 
lems. 

Equally plausible is the 
theory that Pakistani field com- 
manders are more concerned 
with, establishing effective de- 
fences 'against the Mukti Fouj 
guerrilla army fighting for a 
free and independent Bangla 
Desh in East Bengal 

The persistence of the Army’s 
activities at this time can be 
explained by the fact that the 
intensifying monsoon weather 
sweeping in from the Bay of 
Bengal which is turning the task 
of establishing an anti-guerrilla 
defence network into a race 
against time. 

Safe havens 

Despite the constant outpour- 
ing of Indian and Bangla Desh 
propaganda, I have been unable 
to confirm any of the numerous 
reports of Pakistani troops 
violating Indian border territory 
in pursuit of the Mukti Fouj. 

Mukti Fouj troops are un- 
doubtedly using safe havens on 
the Indian side of the frontier, 
hut the Indian border security 
Force is under strict orders to 
give them no supplies of 
weapons or ammunition. 

But it is fair to say that the 
Indian authorities are turning 
a conveniently blind eye to the 
guerrilla activities. 

The West Bengal Govern- 
ment has called on several 
thousand police reinforcements 
from other Indian states to 
guard against possible out- 
breaks of violence between the 
local: population and East Paki- 
stan refugees in border areas. 

Over 90 per cent, of 4.600.000 
refugees at present in West Ben- 
gal are Hindus according to 
figures released by the Govern- 
ment yesterday. 

More than two million refu- 
gees are to be moved out of the 
border State of West Bengal and 
the remote territory of Tripura. 

Mr Balgovind Venna, Deputy 
Minister of Labour and' Rehabili- 
tation. said in New Delhi yester- 
day that they would go to 50 
large camps in the _ States of 
Madhya Pradesh.

Blast threat closes 


power

T WO mountain reservoirs used by the hydro-electric 
power station at Blaenau Ffestiniog, North Wales, 
have been drained and the station closed down follow- 
ing the discovery of a store containing 5,000 tons of 
explosives less than a mile away. 

An emergency operation to' drain the reservoirs was 
ordered earlier this week when it was learned that an 
accidental detonation in the explosives store might have 
set ofi a tidal wave in the reservoirs which would 
have engulfed up tp 100 


nearby homes. 

The operation was completed 
yesterday. Imperial Chemical 
Industries, who own the 5,000 
tons of explosives stored in 
tunnels in the Moelwyn moun- 
tain. have been told to remove 
them as quickly as possible. 

In the meantime the power 
station will remain dosed— 
which will cost the Central 
Electricity Generating Board an 
estimated £7,000 a day. 

A Whitehall investigation is 
likely to be held into why the 
Generating Board was not told 
of the proximity of the ex- 
plosives store before it began 
bunding the power station in 
1963.. 

I C l have used the store since 
3949 on lease from the Govern- 
ment 

It contains cordite used in 
filling sporting shotgun cart- 
ridges — a relatively stable explo- 
sive even in hot conditions. 

The store was discovered by ' 
Generating Board officials when 
they, were investigating another 
pump storage site' in the area 

Not previously known 

Mr Heath Golding, station 
superintendent at Ffestiniog, 
said yesferiiay: “We literally 

walked up the road and found 
a aate ba'rred with a big notice 
telling people not to proceed 
any further. We had not pre- 
viously known about this store.” 

I G I. who might face, a sub- 
stantial compensation claim from 
the Generating Board because 
of the shutdown, denied last 
nisht that it was their responsi- 
bility to tell tbe Generating 
Board of the store’s existence. 

A spokesman said: “It was a 
matter entirely for the Home 
Office. We are merely tenants 
of the Government” 

He added : “ As far as we are 
concerned these explosives are 
quite safe.” 

As a result of the Blaenau 
Ffestiniog case the Home Office 
has instructed the Inspector of 
Explosives to “re-confirm tbe 
safe siting" of all. other ex- 
plosives stores in Britain. This 
review has already started.

Blue-collar civil 
servants plead 
discrimination

"VTO improvement in the Government’s pay 
offer of rises of 7 2 2 per cent, for 200,000.. 
industrial civil servants was made by Earl 
Jellicoe, Lord Privy Seal, responsible for the 
Civil Service, yesterday. 

He told "union leaders lie would give “careful 
consideration ” to their arguments for an increase in the 
offer. Further talks will be held on June 28. Mr Bill 
John, Engineering Union and unions' chairman, said 
afterwards: 


“ We told him the 7* 2 P-c. 
offer made it appear that the 
Government was discriminat- 
ing against its own workers.” 

Union leaders told Lord 
Jellicoe workers could not under- 
stand the offer in view of nses 
offered - in outside industry. They 
also gave warning of possible 
industrial action. 

The meeting followed the 
unions* rejection of the offer on 
Monday, when rises of 10-13 per 
cent were agreed for 200,000 
clerical civil servants. Another 

100.000 civil servants in execu- 
tive and admimstrative grades 
received similiar u compara- 
bility ” rises of 7-15 per cent, on 
Thursday, also back-dated to 
Jan. 1. 

M Catching up ” 

But although manual union 
leaders feel they should get the 
same, these increases were under 
the Civil Service's catching 
up” arrangement for keeping 
pay in line with that in com- 
parable outside employment 

The industrial workers had a 
rise of 14 1 - p.c. last July, and 
their earnings, averaging £20- 
£32 a week, according to skill, 
rose by 16 p.c over the past 
year- 

As it is, the 7 1 2 p.C. offer is 
regarded in Whitehall as being 
on the high side .in the context 
of the Government’s policy of 
getting the level of settlements 
lower. Rises would operate from 
July 1, and might well prove a 
pace-setter for the next season’s 
round of negotiations. 

Loco-men’s claim _ . 

A further indication that the 
pressure on wages is not easing 
off came yesterday when the 
Locomotivemen’s Society sent 
off by post a fresh claim for a 
"substantial increase” for its 

30.000 members. They received 
their last rise of II P-c only 
two months ago after a 10-day 

work-to-rule. 

Mr Ray Buckton, general 
secretary, said: “Locomotive- 

men’s wages are not where they 
should be -for the responsible 
job they do.” 

Under the April settlement, 
the rate for a top grade engine 
driver rose to £27*20 a week, 
including ancillary payments. 
No negotiations are likely on 
the claim for some time.

FREEZE

•TTHE Government is to 
“ freeze ” large areas of 
land in Surrey and Kent 
pending a decision on 
whether it should be desig- 
nated as Green Belt 
The move, which has the effect 
of subjecting any planning appli- 
cations to Green Belt controls 
and scrutiny, was announced 
yesterday in the Commons by 
Mr Michael Heseltine, Parlia- 
mentary Under Secretary in the 
environment department 
The Government is taking the 
step to prevent developers from 
getting planning permission for 
land which, as a result of 
reviews now being carried out, 
is likely to be added to the outer 
edge or London’s Green Belt 
The Government recently im- 
posed the provisional Green 
Belt control on Hertfordshire. 
Mr Heseltine said the same was 
about to be done for the whole 
of Surrey and large parts of 
Kent 

This meant he said, that there 
was no danger of the situation 
deteriorating while discussions 
on structure plans were going 
on. 

Replying to a Commons debate 
in the Green Belt be said that 
control policies applying to It 
had a strong presumption against 
all building except that with a 
real relevance to a particular 
area, such as farm or sports 
buildings. 

A limited amount of infilling 
and rounding off was permitted. 

Over the last decade, the Home 
Counties had put forward pro- 
posals to extend tbe belt by 
1,200 square miles.

Subtleties of leaf scent 


O F all the sources of leaf 
scent in the garden in 
summer the .Pelar- 
gonium family provides by 
far the greatest range. Al- 
though bv the standards or 
many, their flowers are 
quite small it is for their 
aromatic foliage that they 
are kept in greenhouses all 
the year or planted out for 
the summer where they go 
well with scented flowers, 
heliotropes, stocks, tobacco 
plants, in beds under the 
windows. 


In such a bed. Lady Ply* 
mouth might be a first choice 
for its light grey-green branch- 
ing foliage and rose geranium 
fragrance. For the front oF a 
bed on a terrace the nutmeg 
scented geranium, P. fragrans 
is a good plant. It grows no 
more, than a foot high and 
makes lilllc undulating mounds 
□F sage green foliage spilling 
out on to the paving. The 
leaves, when pressed, smell of 
nutmeg with a bint of eucalyp- 
tus and peppermint. Its flowers 
white or pale cream Yvith red 
veins on the upper petals are 
very small, but have the deli- 
cate diarm of a miniature.

by an interested gardener. 
Among these are F. Capitatum, 
probably the archetypal rose 
geraiuum, tending to be erect 
in growth reaching about 3ft. 
Its flowers are rose pink with 
purple veining on the upper 
petals. The heart-shaped kaves 
are about 2 1 * inches across. 


One oF the Few with large 
bright flowers is Scarlet Pet, 
also known as Moore's Vj'ctory. 
It has atlractive turkey red 
flowers, more crimson than 
scarlet and aroma lie rose 

Skcnrcd Foliage. 11s low, almost 
proslrale growth is useful for 
carpeting a sunny position. 


Another wilh really large 
flowers, this time bright cerise, 
is Clorinda. Its genius for pro- 
ducing some ascending and 
some lax drooping stems 
makes it a good plant 
For an urn, above eye level 
From which it will drape its 
flowers. It has soFt hairy rose 
scented foliage and the whole 
plant is much more graceful 
than the gauche ivy-leaved 
geraniums with their jointed 
stems and shiny leaves. 


Attar oF Roses has similarly 
scented foliage but is less tall 
than P. Capitatum. P. grave- 
ole has suggestions of orange 
mixed with rose in the scent oF 
its leaves and rose pink flowers 
with purple markings on the 
upper petals. P. querci Folium, 
the oak-lcaF geranium, is in- 
teresting for ihe deep chocolate 
heart-shaped zones at the bases 
of its grey-green, slightly slicky 
leaves which make good' foliage 
contrast with other planting. 
Not all the scents are sweet, 
for instance, the leaves oF I\ 
abrotani Folium have an aroma- 
tic sharp astringenev as oF 
Southernwood, and P. Shrub- 
land Pet smells strongly and 
almost entirely of parsley. 


against the other strings oF 
eucalyptol and borneol. 

The genus Pelargonium in- 
cludes besides many species of 
scented plants, the pretty 
flowered Regals or Show 
Pelargoniums, P. domesticum, 
used as greenhouse plants For 
indoor decoration, Ivy-leaF 
geraniums, P. pel-tatum and the 
Zonal geraniums both of whicb 
are planted in great numbers 
for decoration out of doors in 
the summer. . Although these 
have been known for many 
years as geraniums, and 


although they belong to the 
natural order geraniaceae. 


There is a strong and unmis- 
takable smell of peppermint in 
the large heart-shaped hairy 
leaves of P. tomentosum. This 
has a generous rambling growth 
and is valuable at a corner of 
a bed, perbaps where steps lead 
down from a terrace or a 
french window but it is best 
in a large urn over the rim of 
which its extending Foliage will 
bang downwards making a 
figured pattern against the 
sides of the urn. 


The.se five are all useful 
garden plants in the summer 
but there are many more which 
are equally effective, some 
available in fair numbers, 
others possibly only, as single 
plants which can be propagated 


When I started to study 
these plants some years ago 
at Kew and elsewhere. I made 
notes like balsamic, pine, var- 
nish, eucalyptus, inhalant, and 
"sweaty rose.” Tbe scent oF 
flowers and leaves is due to 
the presence of volatile sub- 
stances loosely and collec- 
tively known as essential oils. 
The leaf is pinched to break 
specialised cells containing 
these elements of geraniol, 
citral, eucalyptol. borneol, 
pinene and others. Often 
many oF the essential oils are 
present together in one leaT, 
but there is usually one which 
predominates, as For instance, 
jn Lemon Verbena, where 
citral is superimposed on a 
background oF other perfumes. 
Or when, as in an orchestra, 
geraniol picks ud its bow to 
play the celebrated rose 
geranium cello concerto 


they are trdly Pelargoniums. 
The real geraniums are those 
herbaceous plants allied to our 
native wild CranesbiUs and 
include such good border 
pla-nts as G. grandiflorum, G. 
endressii, A. T. Johnson and 
War grave. 

★ 

Most Pelargoniums, includ- 
ing the scented geraniums are 
easily propagated from stem 
cuttings From young shoots in 
August or September. Stems 
about 3 to 4 inches long taken 
below a joint should be put 
into John Innes potting com- 
post 2 inches deep in 2 I *-inch 
pots. They are kept in a cool 
greenhouse and ported out into 
4 inch pots in March. When 
required for beds out of doors 
they can be planted out dir- 
ectly from these at the end of 
May or, if to be kept in a 
greenhouse, potted again into 
6 inch pots to make specimen 
plants. Among these could be 
the old Pheasant's Foot, P. 
denticulatum, a favourite oF 
our grandparents who brought 
it From time to time into the 
rooms oF the house, and in 
particular into a special room 
from which it got its olher 
name — the water closet ger- 
anium. How civilised it would 
be in these davs if this pleas- 
ant custom were to be revived.

]^£R Nelson Rockefeller, 
Governor of Neiv York, 
yesterday added fresh fuel 
to his feud with Mr John 
Lindsay, by suggesting that 
the Mayor of New York 
City was not in full posses- 
sion oF his faculties. 

In a speech heavy with scorn 
and sarcasm, the Governor said: 
“He’s not responsible for what 
he's saying. He's emotionally 
upset. The postman has been 
under a lot of pressure. 

He added that he “ sym- 
pathised ” with the Mayor be- 
cause the wildcat strikes by key 
municipal workers earlier in the 
week “ were emotional things." 

The Governor was replying to 
remarks made by Mr Lindsay at 
the annual banquet of the State 
Conference of Mayors, which 
were a mixture of bitter political 
thrusts and the sort oF wry 
humour which has given him a 
national reputation. 

Continujng his attack on the 
State administration for allcgcdly 
short-cha aging the city on tax 
revenues. Mr Lindsay said: "The 
city has been raped, but are 
being charged with prostitution. 
We’ve been thrown into the 
water and we're accused of 
drowning.” 

Republicans alarmed 

The feud between, two of 
the country's most powerful 
Republicans has degenerated in 
a manner which party members 
find both surprising and alarm- 
ing. 

The vendetta has its origins in 
the 1966 campaign for the New 
York Governorship when it was 
reported that Mr Lindsay, then 
a member of Congress, had 
joined a movement led by 
Senator Jacob Javits of New 
York to force Mr Rockefeller 
out oF the running. 

It reached a crescendo three 
days ago when the Rockefeller 
controlled State legislature estab- 
lished a Commission to investi- 
gate the Lindsay administration 
and the Mayor countered w'ith 
his own dty commission to 
probe the Slate administration.

No Government link 

Scnor Alfonso Martinez 
Dominguez, Mayor of Mexico 
Citv. told journalists that the 
youths, who the students claim 
belong to an unofficial police 
shnrk unit known as the Fal- 
cons, “have absolutely nothing to 
do with the Government.” 

He promised a “ minute in- 
vestigation ” of the affair. It was 
the worst street fighting in 
Mexico City since over 200 
students were believed to have 
died when police and troops 
opened fire on a student demons- 
tration before the 3968 Olympic 
Games. . 

There is some speculation that 
the attack on the students and 
the apparent police connivance 
mav be part of a campaign by 

E olitical opponents of President 
uis Echeverria, who took over 
on Dec 1, to discredit his con- 
ciliatory policies towards the 
students.

COINS : By Joseph Edmundson 


W IEN most modern legisla- 
tion seems to be restric- 
tive it is pleasing to see 
that the restrictions on the pur- 
chase of post-1637 coins 
(imposed in 1966) have now 
been lifted and that a licence to 
collect modem gold coins is no 
longer needed. 

This means that the possible 
number of buyers has increased 
enormously and, when demand 
increases, prices do likewise; 
thus gold coins again bave 
become a good potential in- 
vestment. 

Though most people under 
the age of 40 have never seen 
either a British sovereign or 
half-sovereign, the higher-valued 
coin, which disappeared from 
our coinage in 1925 (except For 
the special Proof strikings In 
the George VI Gold Coronation 
Set of 1957) was reintroduced 
in 1957 and has been struck' 
each year until 1968 (except for 
1960 and 1961). The half- 
sovereign has not been minted 
as a normal issue in this 
country since 1915. 

The . renewal oE the striking 
of gold sovereigns in 1957 was 
to counteract the activities of 
Continental opportunists who 
minted sovereigns of the correct 
gold* content, arguing that these 
were not forgeries because 
sovereigns were no longer coins 
oF the realm in Britain and that 
they .were thus committing no 
’egal offence.

A RECORD entry of over 
8.000 players in all parts 
of the world competed in

Declarer must now trv to make 
three tricks from spades as this 
will ensure the contract wilhnnt 
risking the position of v.V. 
Assuming that the spade honours 
are divided, one finesse will fail 
and the other will succeed.

Full programme 

Brig. C. S. Hall, chairman of 
the show society, said : '* Thanks 
tn the tremendous resilience of 
the society and the good humour 
which has prevailed, we have 
been able to carry out our full 
advertised programme. 

“ We. took £2,500 at the gate 
on Thursday and £500 from the 
car parks. The ground is now 
drying out remarkably, and 
financially we are up on last 
year.” 

Sixteen tons of straw and hay 
have been spread on the most 
muddy parts of the ground and 
car parks.

Final preparations are under 
way in Budapest for the first 
World Hunting and Shooting 
Exhibition, which will open on 
August 27, and last five weeks. 
Under the raolto "Man and 
Nature." the exhibition has 
been planned as a major inter- 
national event. 

It wi+1 not only offer a big 
display of hunting and shooting 
trophies but also illustrate 
methods, game protection, nat- 
ure reserves, equipment, historic 
arms, nature photographs and 
films, art exhibits and books.

The old Saracen fortress towns oi the Cape — the spur 
above the heel of Italy — with their long strips ot sandy 
beach and picturesque fishing harbours have only just 
started to develop as tourist centres. The engineering 
problems ot carving a road out ot the hillside above the 
clilTs have meant that until recently the only way to get 
to the embryo resort of Vieste was on horseback. 

But with the road came holidaymakers from northern 
Italy, and (.here are now a few modem hotels, including

T O one side of the plane was desert, sere and bruwn- 
veined as last winter’s leaves; to the other side, 
scarred and wrinkled mountains rose to cultivated 
plateaux at S.UOOFt and more.

queer, eroded outcrops protruded like pagan symbols; 
waterfalls and lakes alternated with rocks and scrub and 
rough compounds of mushroom-like tukals — round, mud- 
wallcd thatched peasant huts. 

Seen from the air, Ethiopia’s landscapes are stupend- 
ous. Yet despite the con- 


venience of Ethiopian Air- 
lines’ services; despite the 
new hotels popping up in 
strategic places, Ethiopia 
is still remote and nigged 
and raw and mysterious 
enough to be a totally new 
travel experience. 

Addis Ababa, sprawling 
across highlands splashed 
with eucalyptus groves, 
seems comparatively ur- 
bane at first. Eclectic 
imperial palaces stare 
blandly at modern office- 
blocks, a butter-smooth 
Hilton, and the imposing 
Africa HalL 

But a few yards away 
the streets become cart- 
tracks — and beyond the 
city scraggy goats and 
rickety horse-taxis clutter 
the roads and tin cans bal- 
anced on poles proclaim 
the rough huts where 
home-made beer is for 
sale.

Away from the capital — 
and from Asmara, which 
has a strongly Italianate 
feel — the fungus growth of 
20Lh-centurv civilisation is 
patchier still. 

Although an airfield has 
been built dose to Lalibela, 
centre for the best-known 
rock-carved churches, it is 
still a hair-raising ride by 
Land-Rover from there to 
the village, over country as 
immutable as time. 

Lalibela is but one 
centre for these remark- 
able, half-buried mono- 
liths; more are scattered 
in even less accessible 
spots, many of them around 
Axum, the Queen of 
Sheba’s andent capital. 

Here I heard the Coptic 
Mass being celebrated in 


lire vast new St Mary’s 
Church to the compulsive 
thrum of great silver 
drums; next door i had to 
sit at the gales of the old 
Si Mary's Church while its 
treasures were brought in- 
to the open to be seen, fur 
no female has been 
allowed wiLhin the pre- 
cincts since a pagan queen 
set them afire. 

In contrast to the 
churches of Lalibela and 
Axum are the massive 
stone castles of Gondar; 
different yet again are the 
monasicries on and around 
Lake Tana. 

This is the source oF the 
Blue Nile, and many of its 
island monasteries are also 
closed to women. One 
I did see was like a large 
t'lUnl. with hi rri-d Top- 

pings on the floor and 
walls brilliantly decorated 
with traditional primitive 
frescoes. 

Other asperts of Ethio- 
pia’s remarkable variety 
arc some rare game and 
bird-life — though these are 
not yet so easy to view as 
in the more southerly 
African countries. Unique, 
too, is the local cuisine — 
though 1 cannot really wax 
enthusiastic about the 
grey, rubbery injera that

TO THE BEACONS 
AND THE PEAKS 


T HE Brecon Beacons National 
Park and Hie Peak Park 
ot Derbyshire otter a rich 
variety of mountainous scenery, 
pastoral lowlands, off-beat 
footpaths, and historic houses. 

The Brecon Beacons Park 
covers 500 square miles of Bre- 
conshire, Carmarthenshire and 
Monmouthshire. It extends 
from Hay south to the edge of 
Merthyr Tydfil and from Uan- 
dcilo cast to the edge of Aber- 
gavenny. Information centres 
are at County Hall. Brecon; 
Monk Street. Abergavenny ; 
Cae Harn Mountain Centre, 
Libanus; and Broad Street, 
Llandovery. Park signs show a 
blazing beacon. 

The Beacons are almost 
3.000ft above the sea and the 
Black Mountains exceed 
2.500ft. Brecon, a cathedral 
city, is surrounded by moun- 
tain* and watered by the River 
Usk. Here were born Sarah 
Siddons, the actress, and her 
actor brother, Charles Kemble. 

A famous cave, Dan yr Ogof, 
is open to sightseers in the 
Tawe Valley.

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WILSON’S SOCIAL CONTRACT 


MR WILSON has now produced his riposte to the 
Government's economic policies, Yesterday he told the 
Post Office engineers that Hie present balance of payments 
surplus should be used to accelerate industrial expansion 
as the Government's contribution to a new social 
contract,” in return for clear commitments to restrain 
prices and certain incomes — including profits and rents. 
State policy would be directed to quicker industrial 
expansion and to fuU employment; both management and 
unions would “ accept responsibility for restraint in prices, 
incomes, and profits; there would be machinery to enforce 
this responsibility: and the Government would if necessary 
intervene to “enforce modernisation. 1 In the allegedly 
fair society the Government would accept responsibility 
for instituting equal rights and equal opportunities. 

For well-known historical reasons the Socialists, like 
the Liberals before them, have traditionally been much 
concerned with the concept of “ fairness ” in an advanced 
industrial society. In its time that concept did them 
honour: their origins after all lay in the terrible suffering- 
of the Midlands and Northern industrial cities and towns 
40 or more years ago. The time has come, nevertheless, 
for Mr Wilson and those who think like him to reassess 
the ideas from which they spranc. They surely must 
know, in their hearts oF hearts, that despite the present 
level of unemployment there are few similarities between 
this country in 1971 and in even the 19 j0s. The greatest 
economic problem for post-Keynesian Britain is that of 
achieving a higher economic growth rate. By more 
competition, lower personal taxation, more selectivity m 
the social services, fewer indiscriminate State hand-ouls, 
and a just contract for industrial relations, Mr Heath’s 
Ministers seek to achieve just that. And if they succeed 
eventually, despite their present tribulations, there will 
be more than enough of the good things oE life to go round 
— and in particular for those who are now poor. Meanwhile, 
Labour’s problem remains : how will it deliver the goods — 
notably a “ socially just ” income policy — which so 
conspicuously eluded it in office? 


BERLIN MUST COME FIRST 


IN SPEECH AFTER SPEECH, Russian leaders are 
increasingly calling on the West to undertake talks about 
troop reductions in Europe, and about a European security 
conference, without making the holding of such talks 
dependent on first achieving agreement over Berlin. They 
can be held “in parallel,” is the latest Russian cliche. 
There is every reason for the West to reject such suggestions 


and to stick firmly to the line that Berlin is the acid test 
of Russia’s intentions. The Russian blockade of Berlin in 


1948, which lasted uninterruptedly for 523 days, was the 
high spot of the cold war in Europe. If Russia genuinely 
wishes to show the West that she wants the cold war finally 
to come to an end, at least as far as Europe is concerned, 
Berlin is the place to start 

The latest reports on the four-Power talks over the 
future of the city show little ground for encouragement, 
despite recent expressions of optimism. While conceding 
in principle that lorries, rail wagons and barges can travel 
freely if sealed, Russia is demanding that they should still 
be subject to spot checks by East German border guards. 
This would leave matters as they are. since the spot checks 
could be used to hold up the whole traffic. The Bonn 
Government has shown disquieting signs of urging the 
Western allies to accept unsatisfactory arrangements of 
this kind, perhaps because of its increasing-need to show 
some “success” for its Ostpoliiik. There are other 
pressures in the West tending to weaken even the very 
mild stand taken by Nato in Lisbon for giving Berlin 


priority. The British Government, it is to be hoped, should 
be fully prepared to support an uncompromisingly hard 


line in the negotiations over Berlin, perhaps even to the 
extent of courting temporary unpopularity with allies. With 
so much at stake, there should be no fudging or fumbling. 


CUSTODY OF CHILDREN 


IT IS ONLY TOO EASY for cases involving the custody 
of children to go wrong when, as so often happens, the 
parents are at daggers drawn. The worrying feature is the 
tendency for children to be taken abroad and out of the 
jurisdiction of the courts. Lord Hatlsham, evidently 
concerned that the issue should no longer be allowed to 
go by default, yesterday made it clear to magistrates 
hearing custody cases that they should always consider 
granting a stay of execution if their decision meant a child 
being taken out of the court's jurisdiction. 

Moreover, the Lord Chancellor intends his directive 
to hold even when there is no application for a stay From 
lawyers for the unsuccessful party. Legal purists may be 
tempted to argue that a court should not, unless applied 
to, seem to be casting doubt on its own derision. For all 
that, judges have no difficulty about dropping hints to 
lawyers as to the propriety of appeal. Inevitably the system 
is far from perfect and, commendabty. Lord LUilsham is 
only trying to see that both magistrates and lawyers do 
not get into a jurisdictional mess over future custody cases.

I NDUSTRY attracted workers and 
their Families,, to create the 
community of a 

suburb of the town of Hurth, seven 
miles south of Cologne, ear y in 
this century. Now the wheel has 
turned full circle. 

Because of industrial pollution. 
Knapsack as its 2,500 inhabitants 
have known it is on the way out. 
The authorities and the Knap- 
sackers agree that the air is too 
foul for a' normal healthy place in 
which to live and bring up children. 

So the residents of a population 
that topped 4,000 a decade ago are 
being moved gradually to other 
areas of the 55.000-sfrong muni- 
cipality of Hiirtb, the German 
twin-town of ThetFord (Norfolk). It 
is the first evacuation of an entire 
community caused by air pollution 
in the Western world's industrial 
history. 

Knapsack, separated only by a 
small road from its complex of 
four industrial combines, is being 
moved because the. chemical ana 
soFt coni industries and power 
plants, located on some dominating 
hills, cannot be transferred from 
its direct vicinity. In this topo- 
graphy the town is prartically an 
extension of the factory yard, 
getting the highest concentration 
of disagreeable emissions from in- 
dustrial chimneys. Potential 
danger of poisoning in the event of 
an industrial accident, smell and 
dust made life at Knapsack so un- 
pleasant that evacuation is the only 
remedy. It may take five years. 

It all started as Dr Franz 
Meyers, North Rhine-Westphalia's 
former Christian Democratic 
Prime Minister from 1958 until 
1966, gave a pledge to voters in 
the euphoria of State electioneer- 
ing that Knapsack would be moved 
into a better atmosphere. Heir 
Heinz Kuhn, his Social Democratic 
successor in the Slate capital of 
Diisselclorf, whose Government is 
based on a thin majority, did not 
dare break the rid promise. 

The cost to the State Govern- 
ment of moving Knapsack is 
estimated to run into some 
£1.600,000. plus £664,000 for the 
township oF Hurth. Herr Racke, 
director of the local administra- 
tion, forecasts » hat, with indirect 
expenses such as sewers, the cost 
will eventually rise to £3,400.000, 
not including the lost capital 
which had Veen invested in the 
town's infrastructure in the past. 

Originally, 199 of 200 house- 
owners voted for the transfer to 
Pescherhofe, “ New Knapsack's ” 
building site close to the centre of 
Hiirih, three miles away. Tenants, 
without such property, were not 
included in the ballot. The house- 
owners’ motives were dear: the 
value of houses and house-build- 
ing land in the dying community 
at the foot oF Knapsack's industrial 
mountain ’ had been rapidly 
diminishing, without a prospect 
for a better future. 

Under the current evacuation 
scheme— some 40 individual cases 
have been completed since it be- 
gan last year-householders re- 


ceive payment from the authorities 
including a certain depreciation 


margin for their Knapsack pre- 
mises. Eighty per cent, of the 
cost is borne by the State, and 20 
per cent, by the local administra-

Solzhenitsyn has latest 
novel released in West

A NEW novel by Alexander Solzhenitsyn, the Nobel 
Prize winner whose work is banned in Russia, 
was published yesterday in Russian by a French 
publisher. 


Called “August 1914,” is 
describes fighting on the 
Russo-German front in the 
first days of the First World 
War. 

A statement by the publishers, 
the Y M C A Press, said that 
thr novel is protected by the 
International Convention on 
Authors' Rights. This means 
copyright has been established 
in ihe West and the novel can- 
not he published in translation 
wirhnut authorisation. 

Snl/.henitsyn has instructed his 
lawyers in Zurich “ to forbid and 
to prosecute any unauthorised 
publication of the novel in any 
language and in any country.” 

The writer has complained in 
the past about the ‘‘pirating'’ 
of his works in the West and 
their appearing in bad or in- 
adequate translations. 

The BBC was asked tn trans- 
mit yesterday's statement in its 
afternoon transmission in Rus- 
sian. This is the programme 


most easily heard in the Moscow 
region and would enable 
Solzhenitsyn to know that his 
instructions have been carried 
out. 

It had been known for some 
months that Solzhenitsyn has 
completed a new novel. He first 
submitted it to Soviet publish- 
ing houses, who all refused to 
publish it. 

The work has recently been 
circulating in typewritten form 
in Moscow. Solzhenitsyn presum- 
ably came to the conclusion it 
would inevitably be taken 
abroad where it would be 
beyond his control or that of 
his representatives. 

Since he was expelled from 
the Soviet Writers' Union in 
3969, Solzhenitsyn is not per- 
mitted to earn his living as a. 
writer in the Soviet Union. 

But he is able to continue 
writing, thanks to the support of 
friends, of whom the best known 
is Mstislav Rostropovich, the 
cellist.

Tanks hoping to entice 
tourists to the Congo

IN THE HOPE that the wild, 
volcano-strewn reaches of the 
Congo have more to offer than 
just minerals, Tanganyika Con- 
cessions, tbe mining finance 
house, is making a foray into tbe 
soon-to&oom tourist jndustry- 

After two years of investiga- 
tion, and some souLse arching, 
“Tanks” has chipped in for 50 
p.c. of a new group called Tour- 
congo. This is a coalition of 
bankers — including the World 
Bank — travel agents, the Belgian 
airline Sabena, and the Congo- 
lese authorities. 

The climax will be reached 
next week when Sir Philip de 
Zulueta, a TanJis director, goes 
to Kinshasa to sign an agreement 
with government officials form- 
ally setfinu up Toureongo. 

The idea is to attract tourists 
back to a part oF the world 
which, although once popular 
with Safari hunters, was 
bligfited bv the bloody struggles 
which followed independence in 
tbe early 1960s. 

The restoration nf relative sta- 
bility led recently to public 


declarations that the Government 
intended to develop the tourist 
potential of the Eastern Terri- 
tories, an area centring on the 
beautiful Albert National Park. 


Despite its intention to leave 
the day-to-day running of Tour- 
congo to experts in tbe holiday 
business. Tanks itself started tbe 
ball rolling, and has done the 
initial work of gauging just what 
tbe potential meant in terms of 
numbers, money, and develop- 
ment 

Much as the company must 
have expected, it discovered the 
area was untamed and un- 
crowdecL The intrepid visitor 
can see pygmies and practically 
thr only gorillas still roaming 
vnld. 

There arc also snowcapped 
mountains to tempt the seasoned 
Alpinist; one of Tank’s first jobs 
will be to rebuild the famous 
Mutwanga mountain hotel at 
present a shell, tbe victim of 
earlier troubles. 

“ We’re not rushing into mass 
tourism,” stressed a Tauks 
spokesman in London yesterday.

RANGE OF CHOICE 


WIDE 

ONE OF the first points to em- 
phasise about the gilt-edged and 
other fixed-interest markets is 
the wide spectrum of choice they 
offer. This will become apparent 
as week by week I look at 
specific investment opportunities 
against the prevailing market 
background. 

One notable aspect of this 
diversity of choice is the range 
of “coupons" — the nominal rate 
of interest paid on a stock — re- 
sulting from the inexorable rise 
in interest rates in the past 25 
years. 

Coupons range from the very 


low 2* 2 p.c. on stocks such as 
-Ipswich Z l z% 1970/75, issued in 
March 1947, to the double figures 
on industrial debentures and 
Joan stocks floated within the 
past two years when borrowing 
rates have reached new peaks. 
A good example of the latter is 
the £10 million British Oxygen 
11% Tonnage Debenture 1992 
issued in 1970. 

Such a range, combined with 
a scale of maturities— the year 
in which a stock is due for re- 
payment — stretching all the way 
from less than one year -out to 
about 40 rears, provides the in- 


vestor with extensive options 
within which he can endeavour 
to maximise either his current 
income or his prospective 
capital gains or indeed a com- 
bination of the two. for a con- 
siderable time ahead. 

A more volatile gOt edged 
market. A proud boast of the 
market in British Government 
stocks has always been its 
marketability. Regardless of the 
size of his intended purchase or 
sale, a buyer or seller has tra- 
ditionally expected ' to deal. 
Moreover, he has been able to 
deal on the basis of the current 
price quotation. 

For many years this has been 
made possible by the willingness 
of the Bank oF England to act, 
through the Government broker, 
as a buying prop whenever size- 
able sellers have come into the 
market. 

During the past month the 
market has been operating 
under something of a cloud. On 
May 14 the Rank of England 
issued a consultative document 
on “ Competition and Credit 
Control " which set out new 
guide lines and restricted the 
Bank of England's official opera- 
tions in the markeL 

The proposal which has 
caused most concern is the 
“Bank will no longer be pre- 
pared to resDond to requests to 
buy stock outright, except in the 
case of stocks with one year or 
less to run to maturity." 

This most significant change 
in tactics has given rise to con- 
siderable anxiety. Under the old 
system, whenever large institu- 
tional holders have been sellers 
of substantial lines of stock the 
gilt-edged jobbers have been 
able to depend upon the Gov- 
ernment brokers taking it off 
their hands at roughly 25p fa U 
point in the market’s language) 
below the market price. 

Since May 14 this has no 
longer been the case. The official 
thinking behind this shift is to 
allow prices to respond more 
freely to genuiae market forces 
of supply and demand, thus fit- 
ting in with the present Govern- 
ment's general economic phi- 
losophy. 

The immediate effect of this 
removal of the Government 
broker’s customary role as an 
automatic buyer of last resort 
was a sharp fall in prices when 
business was resumed on Mon- 
day. May 17. 

Since then, although the 
market has remained distinctly 
sensitive, the first tentative 
steps have been taken in learn- 
ing to live with the new 
system. 

During the four weeks which 
have elapsed since the consulia- 
tive document first made its ap- 
pearance the gitt edged sector 
has had to digest a number of 
adverse factors. Prices have 
been very volatile, moving much 
more sharply than usual, as the 
figures below in Table One 
show. 

On Fridav, May 28. Sir Leslie 
O'Brien. Governor of the Bank 
of England, speaking at a con- 
ference of international bankers 
in Munich, induced further 
nervousness when he said that 
Rank Rale would be used more 
flexibly than in the past. 

He also emphasised that the 
Bank of England would not 
normallv be prepared to facili- 
tate sales of British Government 
stocks bv the clearing banks 
even if their sales should r3use 
the market temporarily to 
weaken quite sharp! v.

Have dealers had difficulties 
wilh iheir bank account*? As 
il is highly personal trade much 
depends on the individual.

Ca|TAL gains tax on posses- 
sion will always seem to many 
nJost and an invasion of 
j&vacy. But as the interest and 
Sices in art and antiques in* 
crease, so does llie potential 
-tfor profit. This fact the Inland 
Steven ue has not forgotten. 

•- Until the Budget this year the 
CGT situation was marginally 
better for the owner of antiques 
than For holders of shares. Both 
of course were liable for short 
term gains but now this tax is 
gone. f 

With the long-term tax an 
owner of an antique became 
liable when the proceeds of n 
sale amounted to more ihan 
£1.000. Not so the shareholder 
who was liable at 50 p.c. for all 
but the first £50 of his profit. 

Effectively, capital gains tax 

on works of art has remained 
unchanged after the Finance 
Bill. There are however a num- 
ber of complications peculiar »o 
this area of personal taxation 
with which our readers may nut 
be familiar. 

More and more people are 
finding themselves in the posi- 
tion of being liable to this tax, 
often quite unexpectedly.

There 
are many other impressionists 
and post-impressionists which 
are now of great interest both 
artistically and financially. The 
second 11 is improving steadily.

MISS LEIGHTON brings her 
skill as a painter and her 
vision as a woman to bear on 
the problem of buying 
Impressionist paintings.

It is this type of practice that 
the collector has to be wary ot.

AFter all no painter, no matter 
how great, painted a master- 
piece every day of his life. 

While in Ireland I happened 
to be at dinner with Mr Spike 
Milligan who told me that he 
collected the work of Lucien 
rissarro, the son of Camille. In 
Australia he had picked up a 
picture bv this artist for only 
£8. When he returned to London 
it; was valued at £150. 

I feel this roust have some- 
thing to do with the luck of 
the Irish combined with a good 
eye. I don’t advocate looking 
for masterpieces in outer Mon- 
golia or Katmandu. 

Impressionism was the name 
rather scornfully given to a 
number of painters who ex- 
hibited at the first impressionist 
exhibition in Paris in 1874. They 
included Monet, Sisley, Renoir, 
Cezanne, Pissarro, Degas. GaB- 
lantnin, Boudin and Berthe 
Morisot. The name was derived 
from a painting by Monet called 
“ Jmpressioo, Sunrise ”. 

The Impressionists were more 
interested in light and colour 
and the effects of reflecting 
colours one upon another, than 
in the more traditional linear 
methods that had been favoured 
up till that time, and which had 
so far only been broken by our 
own Turner. 

The great period of Impres- 
sionism lasted only tea years, 
from 1870 till 1880. There were 
eight impressionist exhibitions 
held, the last beginning in 1886. 
By its very nalure. catching “ the 
moment 11 in terms of time and 
light meant an enormous output 
of work. 

Of course the movement's 
great masters Monet. Pissarro 
and Sislev went on painting in 
the impressionistic style for

many years, whereas Renoir, 
Cezanne and Degas continued 
to paint in their mote figurative 
and distinctive ways. 

There is an enormous amount 
of good Trading matter on the 
subject, and it is advisable 
before starting to collect lo read 
as much and see as much as 
possible. Apart from pictures in 
the National Gallery and Ihe 
Tate in Lnndon, thrre is a beau- 
tiful collection at the Courlauld 
Institute. 

OF course, if you are abroad 
there is a frast oF good paintings 
fn hr seen at the major galleries 
in Paris. New "York (if you wish 
io buy. pay a visit to Wtlden- 
stiensj and Holland. 

Collecting good pictures of 
any period is a joy. hut if the ' 
Fi ench Impressionist period 
appeals tn you, not only is there 
the securily in knowing that in 
most cases it is better than 
monev in the bank, but there is 
an enchantment in these pic- 
tures which have a curious 
magic for Ihe viewer. Onre 
understood, it is a love affair 
that lasts.

This charge re computed by cal- 
culating the tax due if half of net 
gains up to £5,000 for a year of 
assessment and the whole ot any 
gains in excess ot £5.000 are taxed 
as income.

First an annuity is irrevocable 
in most cases. Once the contract 
has been signed you cannot get 
your money back the same way 
as you can if- you surrender a 
liFe* policy. 

There are two main exceptions 
tn this rule; the first is in the 
case of a deferred annuity, i.e. 
one where you pay the money 
now but decide not to draw the 
income from it when you retire. 

In most cases you can receive 
your money back before you start 
drawing the annuity plus a rale 
of interest of between o p:c. and 
6 p.c. a year depending upon the 
individual life company. 


The other exception is a pro- 
perty linked contract issued by 
the City of Westminster Insur- 
ance Company where, provided 
you are in good health and you 
decide you want your money 
back before the age of 75, it 
will (hen return to you the actu- 
arial portion which is due to 
you. 

Secondly, it is normally un- 
wise to use more than part of 
your capital for the purpose of 
purchasing an annuity for three 
basic reasons. 

One is that yon may need 
some capital for another pur- 
pose. The second is inflation, 


i.e., the rise in the cost of living 
over the next 20 years or so 
may reduce the amount oF your 
annuity in terras of purchasing 
power by more than half. 

Lastly, tbe older you are, the 
higher the income you are likely 
to get from a given capital out- 
lay provided that interest rales 
remain as high as they are at 
present and provided that 
people do not start to live a 
little longer on average. 

This latter point is worrying 
many companies at the present 
time and one particular com- 
pany with a vast experience in

MALTESE start going to 
the polls today in what 
may be the most vital 
General Election in the 
island’s history. Balloting 
is spread over two and a 
half days. 

In a brief eve-of-poll inter- 
view, the Prime Minister, Dr 
Borg Olivier, expressed full con- 
fidence that his Nationalist 
Government would be returned. 
" There is no reason why we 
should not win the same six- 
man majority we had in the 
previous legislature.” 

The 40,000 voters registered 
since the 1966 elections, more 
than a quarter of the total elec- 
torate. presented an important 
factor, he said. But he thought 
most of the young people would 
opt for the Nationalists rather 
than Mr Dom Mintotfs 
Sod a lists. 

The Prime Minister reiterated 
his intentions to renew the 10- 
year defence and aid treaty 
with Britain when it expires in 
1974. While the circumstances 
then would have to be taken 
into account, he was thinking 
oF a pact on the same lines as 
the present one. 


It is understood that M. 
Deniau has prepared a com- 
promise proposal on Britain’s 
financial contributions. 

Under the proposal, instead 
of contributing £jU million to 
the common budget in the first 
year of entry (planned for 197o), 
Britain would, it is stated, contri- 
bute about £70 million. 

As Mr Rippon was flying to 
Blois yesterday, Mr Soames, 
British Ambassador in Paris, 
was calling on Mr Heath at 
10, Downing Street. There was 
no confirmation of reports that 
they discussed the likely date 
for a decision in Parliament on 
the entry terms. 

All the three main entry prob- 
lems are expected to be solved 
at a meeting between JUr Rippon 
and Foreign Ministers of the Six 
opening in Luxembourg on 
June 21.
